The University of Wisconsin no longer was a thing of mortar 
and stone, of books and courses of study, of declensions and for- 
mulas centered around a campus. 


The University of Wisconsin went out into the fields and 


made two ears of corn grow where one grew before; it went into 
the barns of the state and made cleaner and healthier livestock; 
it went Into the crossroads school houses and put fire and ambi- 
tion into the young people of the state; it went into the communi- 
ties and brought better sanitation, better ventilation, better muni- 
cipal government, purer water, set up preventives for sickness 
and disease; It brought about cleaner milk, better cheese, kept 
hogs healthy; it elevated the people into higher morals and 
cleaner citizenship.

He was simple, straight- 
forward, and possessed _of a 
personality that made an indel- 
lible impression on the mind of 
every person who met him. He 
never turned a student away, 
coldly, no matter for what pur- 
pose he had come.
